The applicant argued that the measure act Is not a discharge act, as claimed in claim 3. examiner argued that in fact 
measuring the cell voltage, is done by discharging of the cell. Applicant argued that claim 12, which is dependent uppn 
claim 11, does not meet the claim limitations, due to the size of the lithium batteries as taught by Nakai. The examiner 
feels that the claim does not recite that the battery pack need be used in a handheld tool, and that the references meet 
the limitations of the claim. 
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
